the  CaiaKlian  hell  ilo»s  not  hej;iii  till  ilie  lieil  i:i\er  N'alley  is  leaeheil, 
ami  exiemls  to  the  foothills  of  the  lioekv  .Moiiniaiiis;  ihat  is  to  say, 
fi'oiu  otXI  to  over  1,:.'00  miles  west  of  I'ort  William.  .\s  there  is  only 
a  ]peri(Hl  oi  two  mouths,  ou  eaeli  side  of  the  honmlary,  hetween  thi'  liisi 
delivery  of  the  iiiw  wheat  at  interior  railway  stations  and  llid  close  of 
navigation,  the  geograjihical  disadvantage  niider  which  the  Canadian 
lines  lahur  uhligeH  them  to  employ  a  correspondingly  greali'r  equipment 
of  cars  and  loeomotivex,  and  to  go  to  gieati-r  e.\pens»!  for  train  crews 
and  fceii^ral  operation. 

Thero  is  nuotber  draw  hack  on  our  side  of  llie  boundary,  which,  how- 
ever, as  the  cmintry  |irogre.sses,  is  tolei'alny  sure  to  (lisappear.  Whilst 
the  great  majority  of  the  grain  grow eis  in  .Mimiesota  possess  granaries 
of  their  own,  and  are  thus  in  a  position  to  hold  their  wliciit  when  prices 
are  low  or  the  railways  inundated  w  itli  freight,  our  North-West  farmers, 
speaking  at  lai-ge,  have  no  means  of  storing  at  home,  and  are  thus,  in 
a  iminner.  driven  to  .sidl  immediately  afti  r  harvest.  The  simultaneous 
outpour  throughout  ihi-  length  and  hreadth  of  the  cotinti'y  of  so  much 
grain  tends  hotli  to  depn>ss  prii'es  and  to  lay  u]ioii  the  Canadian  railways 
n  task  such  as  ihe  .Kmeriiiin  roads  are  never  called  on  to  faci\.

These,  if  mere  im  iileiils.  are,  it  will  he  ohservid,  raihir  important 
incidents  of  the  siluatioii.  The.  prime  i|Ueslioii  is  how  to  move  the 
largest  i|nanlily  of  wIiimI  in  ihe  slwuM  spa'i'  of  twii  months  from  the 
interior  to  Lake  Superior,  ami  from  l.akc>  Superior  to  .Montreal.  Insiiing 
in  mind  that  every  year  witnes.ses  an  increase  of  the  sown  acreage,  and. 
therefore,  poKiiiially,  of  the  vcdtimi-  to  he  iiioveil;  anfl  als.)  that  the 
grain  remaining  iinshippe.1  at  the  termination  of  navig.iiioii  will  pro- 
liahly  always,  as  now,  siilVer  a  d<  preciation  of  six  or  seven  cents  a  litishel 
on  account  of  storage,  insurance  ami  interest  charges,  which  Wav  more 
severely,  of  course,  upon  high  priceil  ihan  tipiui  lowprici'd  wheat.  This 
is  oiii'  of  the  weightiest  piKildems  I'arlianieiit  has  to  solve  in  coiineciion 
with  the  Norlli-Wesi — this  and  how  to  retain  the  grain  tratlic  in  Can- 
nilian  channels  from  the  time  it  lea'es  Ihe  harvest  Held  till  it  arriviv* 
in  Kurope. 

To  meet  the  present  exigencies  of  .'he  ease  in  the.  territory  within 
its  sphere  of  operations,  the  Canadian  racilic  Ftailwiiy  has  of  late  in- 
curred an  exceedingly  hoavy  outlay,  has  prohahly  spent  more,  indwd. 
tlinn  has  heen  spent  in  the  same  time  liy  the  Dominion  CiovirniiM'tit  upon 


It  has  begun  and  nenrl.v  tiuiMbetl  double- 
trackiut;  \\a  roail,  JL'U  miles  lou>;,  from  WiuuiiH'S  to  Fort  William,  baa 
(IhIiuimI  llie  ;;railes  from  Winuipe;;  to  lUe  .Mountuiux,  lias  built  or  pur- 
iliaw-d  mi  iiiniieu:<e  muuiIht  of  lars  ami  li»oiiiotive»  of  the  best  modem 
type,  and  is  lonstriutinn  a  line  from  the  Georgian  Itay  timt  will  be  a 
shorter  route  l«t\ve.u  the  tireat  l.;ikes  and  Montreal  than  that  Urtween 
ItulValo  and  N.w  York,  wliieli  last  vear  rarried  l.VOOd.OOO  bushels  of 
Canadian  Norlli-^VeNt  wheat  lo  Aiiieriean  Keajiorts.

i'anadiau  I'aeilie  are  lower  than  those  of  any  railroad  oiHtf-utiu};  in  that 
State;  whilsi.  man  for  man.  the  railroad  mileage  in  the  Canadian  North- 
West,  of  wlii.h  ihal  of  llu-  Canadian  I'aeitii.-  forms  the  major  part,  is 
now  consideialdy  mon-  exii-lisivi-  than  lliai  of  .Minnesota,  which  signilies 
that  our  iH-opie.  enjoy  lii-ri,r  faiililH-s  for  nuirkeling  as  well  as  more 
favm-alilc  lolls. 

Till-  Poiiiinion  Ciovernnieiit  has  likewise  done  and  is  doiiij;  all  it  ean 
to  cxpediie  the  niovement  of  llu-  Norlh-West  erop.  It  has  dealt  gen- 
erously by  ihn  Canadian  Norllurn  and  has  aideil  the  (Jrand  Trunk 
raiilic  ill  liiiilding  from  W  iiinip.-;;  to  ICdtiiouton,  whilst  that  Company 
had  lienn  hasti-niug  eonstnirtion  I'roni  Lake  Superior  .lunetion  to  Uike 
Superior.  The  reeent  anpoiinit-iiiciil  of  ilr-  .Minister  of  Uailways  of 
the  tiovernmeiifs  ini'Milion  to  nliiiild  the  Welland  Canal,  the  key  of  the 
Canadian  wati-r  roule.  is  welcomed  in  the  West  as  another  step  towards 
faeilitating  the  despateh  of  llie  crop  lo  the  seaboard  at  the  eritical  |H-rioil 
in  till-  Kail.  At  this  writing  tin-.  prosiH-ds  are  that  from  ](K)  to  IL'O 
million  bushels  of  wln-at.  saying  nothing  of  other  cereals,  will  U"  bar- 
vi-sti-d  in  the  .\ortli-West  this  year.  One  can  readily  S(>i-  what  a  in-- 
mendoiis  amount  is  at  stake  and  how  inperatlve  it  is  that  the  railways, 
wiiiiti  nil!  have  tin-  brinijiug  of  it  lo  the  head  of  Ijike  Superior,  should 
not  l>i-  obstriiitiil  by  iinwisi-  legislation.

vatoi-  men  ai-e  not  ili>|.ci-.d  to  luiiM  mure  eh-valors  just  now.  .Vtiierican

There 
is  a  wjint  of  ri-speet  in  asking  the  lloiisi-  to  ilo  what  is  so  obvioits  iind 
prc-ssing.  I  go  on,  tlieti,  without  further  preface,  ti)  point  out  brietly 
thf  rviK  r-xi«iftn2  in  tin-  old  and  those  proji-iii-d  in  the  new  Itill.

When  ears  are  searre  they  are  divided, 
one  to  earli  appliiaiil.  and  llie  remainder  "  ratably  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  daily  receipts  to  each  ship|K'r,  or  to  the  lolul  amount  i>f  );raiii 
olTen'd  at  suih  stali'm;"  that  is,  aieordiii};  to  the  requirement.s  of 
elevator  and  platform  iu  proportion  to  the  <iuaiiiity  each  has  rei  elvcl  nr 
in  likely  to  have  ready  for  shipment ;  the  furiiiiT.  serving  the  many.  };ettiu;; 
more;  the  hitter,  serving  the  few,  gitliiij;  fewri-  l,ut  still  all  tliey  are  fairly 
entitli'.l  to.

To  thi-  railways  this  just  mode  nf  disiiiliutiim  means  much,  for  wliili- 
a  lar  can  lie  lii„dcd  lliroi];;h  an  eh  valor  in  10  or  TiO  minutes,  it  fre<iuetit!y 
takes  the  farmer  at  a  iilatforin  as  many  hmns.

All  wiiulil  protect  the  fanner  fiom  1 1 levator  man.  more  particularly 

liy  pieveii ting  the  laticr  fiom  maUiii';  loofrreat  a  "  s]u-eail  "  between  street 
and  track  or  liK-al  and  terminal  priciN.  Vet  in  practice  it  ha.s  the  opposite 
etlei  t.  Tor  when  he  sees  his  elevator  closed  for  repeated  ;i]>ell»  throU!;U 
lack  of  c:irs,  whilst  cars  an-  lyin;;  idle  at  the  plalfurm.  the  owner  or  ajjent 
of  the  elevator  feels  warranlcil.  wlnii  lie  si;irts  Imyiiij;  a;;aiii.  in  iiiakingan 
e.xtra  "spread"  to  recoup  his  loss.  l"or  the  matter  of  that  he  feels 
justilied  all  the  time  iu  making  an  imudinate  spread  since,  as  matters 
stand,  he  never  can  tell  whether  the  wlnai  lie  liiiys  is  deslineil  In  reach 
I'oit  William  and  the  lOast  before  navigalion  ends  or  whether  lie  may 
not  have  to  hold  it  till  Spring.  .\t  the  recent  hearing  al  Ottawa. 
-Mr.  Nicholas  l;awlf.  on  behalf  nf  the  Noitliern  Kicvator  I'n.,  oIleriHl  to 
gmiiiintee  that  there  should  not  be  a  .-plead  of  iLiure  than  Ihiii-  or  four 
cents  be.tween  street  and  track  pries,  pnivitlid  cai-s  were  fairly  distri- 
hutiHJ.  The  railways  stand  ready,  so  far  a-  iley  are  able,  to  implement 
thai  iineiianl,  which  they  have  embodied  in  the  I'ipllowing  suggested 
amendment : — - 

"On  n><ptest  to  the  Warehouse  ( 'ommir-sioner  by  the  drain  tirowers 
in  any  district  tributary  lo  any  railway  station,  the.  \Varcliini>e  ('niiiiiiis- 
sicmer  has  authority  to  suspend  that  purlion  nf  tin-  (ir.iln  .\ct  relating  to 
the  ilistribiitiMn  nf  cars  at  such  station  for  any  periiMl  so  desireil.  and  in 
iiutlmrize  the  railway  to  allot  the  suit'"'*  <'f  '"""  "Uppliiil  at  that  siaiinii 
to  the  elevators,  after  supplying  at  the  loading  idatfnrm  the  niiinlier 
of  cars  the  loading  (datform  w  ill  accnmmiMlaie. 

"During  such  suspension  it  is  agreeil  between  the  elevator  owners 
and  the  railway,  that  the  I'levator  owners  will  buy  all  grain  nlTeied  for 
sale  on  strcc.  and  w  ill  pay  a  price  not  more  than  .'t  ceiii.s  per  bushel  below 
the  market  nr  tiark  juice  nf  grain  on  that  day;  in  other  wntds.  the  spread 
between  street  and  track  prices  shall  not  exci'ed  .'?  cents  per  bushel,  the 
elevator  owners  agriH'ing  to  ojicu  their  books  for  the  inspeitinn  of  the 
railway's  a;,  'tit  tit  till  times,  iho  latter  to  wire  daily  to  the  luadiiiiarters 
of  the  railway  at  Wiunipi".:.  and  to  the  olllce  of  the  Warehouse  Com- 
missiotier.  the  piii  es  being  paid  for  ihc.  dilTcrent  grades  of  wheat  :'.!  his 
station,  in  order  that  this  pnriion  nf  the  agreement  may  be  strictly  <  allied 
out."

iolvanees  on  stored  wheat,  an  iiha  onee  entiTtaineil  by  tbe  I'opulisis  of 
the  rniled  Slates.  This  project,  which  logically  would  laud  the  Wot 
ern  I'rovinccs  iu  caltleramliite,'.  d.iiryiiii;  anil  other  brancje-;  of  a:^!-;

This  would  oliriously  encourugu  the  indiscriminate  billing  of  wheal 
III  WinniiM'g.  iKil  fur  mixing,  hiil  fur  s|H'i'Uliitive  pui'iH>si-s;  iind  1  Ut-cil 
scanely  a<ld  lliiil  c.ciy  delay  of  J I  i>r  JS  lioiira  thus  caiistHl  would  he  a 
serious  atTair,  not  niendy  for  the  lars  actually  detained,  but,  owing  to 
the  bliN'king  of  the  vanN.  for  the  (•ntire  rolling  Kt^xk  of  the  railway>i  and 
the  entire  crop  of  the  country.  When  Parliament  orderetl  the  insiK-ction 
of  grain  at  Winnipeg  rather  than  at  I'urt  William,  it  was  arranged  that 
no  unnecessary  delay  nhoidd  Ik-  tMiiniliil,  a  system  is'ing  devisol  for 
ensuring  the  siK'cdy  sampling  and  gradiiig  of  cars  arriving  after  daik. 
It  is  just  as  imperative  now,  indwd  more  so  inasmuch  ae  the  crop  has 
greatly  incrcasi-d  since  then,  that  hilling  to  Winni|M'g  should  fm  carefully 
(•ircmnscrilsMl  and  the  practice  "mlteil  to  s<mie  speiitic  purpose 
such  as  mixing  or  clearing  and  mu  loft  to  the  whim  of  the  indl'idiial 
abipper,  careless  as  to  the  evil  clfect  on  the  general  body. 

At  the  present  time  grain  from  the  West  may  he  held  over  at  Win- 
nip«'g  f<)r  cleaning  at  the  Crown.  Intcrtiatiimal  or  Northern  elevatoi-s 
and  riwhipisil  to  Kort  William  at  ilie  balance  of  the  through  rate  jdus 
one  cent  js-r  KMI  pitunds  fur  the  stt  itching  or  stop  i>ver  charge.  The  prin- 
ciple is  identical  with  that  in  vogue  for  milling  in  transit.  There  is 
nothing  lo  hlniler  its  being  extenditl  to  nuxing  at  Winniis'g;  in  fact 
such  nuxing  houses  as  are  now  estatilishisl  there  already  eiijoy  it.  A 
clause  like  the  fidlowing  would  therefore  cover  the  ground  amply:— 

"  Anv  grain  which  the  owner  may  desire  to  ship  to  Winnii>eg  for 
trenlmi'nt  in  a  mixing  nr  handling  hotiw  may  Is-  so  billed  to  Winnipi-g 
and  after  such  handling  may  lie  reliilled  to  Kastern  terminals  at  b.olance 
of  through  rate  frotii  point  of  .shipment,  plus  the  established  terminal 
charges  its  filed  witli  the  Kailuay  Commission  for  the  stop-off  at  Win- 
nipeg." 

It  w-oulil  be  gro.«sIy  unjust  lo  compel  the  railways  to  hold  over  th? 
cars  and  s-vitch  ihum  in  ami  out  of  the  mixing  elevators  for  nothing. 
Such  (barges  are  simply  extra,  though  inadwiuate,  compensation  for 
extra  service  rcndi-red.  They  are  in  force  in  the  North  West  against  the 
mills  at  Wlnni|K-g,  Ke<'watin  and  other  points,  which  cheerfully  pay  this 
small  toll  for  tli,.  cimveiiieiice  of  having  the  whealcars  placol  at  their 
diKir  and  the  cats  containing  the  llour  prisluced  therefrom  conveyinl  to 
destinatiim  at  tlie  remaining  tiioportioii  of  the  through  rate.  Further, 
they  are  recognised  by  lb  Railway  Hoard  and  are  in  force  throughout  the 
Dominion  at  large,  and.  if  upset  in  the  North  West,  must  be  upset  every- 
whi're,  to  the  injury  of  numerous  industries  now  profiting  by  tlie  system.

Mixing  at  Minuca]H>lis  is  done  chii'lly  by  the  mllliTs  before  grinding, 
although,  as  has  Ixrn  siiid,  it  is  also  carried  on  there  and  at  nululh  by 
dealers.  Itut.  and  it  is  well  to  note  this,  mixing  in  transit  on  the 
through  rate  alone  is  not  allowed  at  Minneapolis.  That  is  to  s,iy,  grain 
consigne<l  to  Minneapolis  Un-  mixing  must,  when  reconsigned  to  Duluth 
for  export,  pay  an  additional  charge  of  five  cents  per  100  pounds,  or 


five  liu»>«  wore  than  i*  charged  at  Wiani.peg,  in  e«.-e«  of  the  tlj^o^ 
rate  to  DuluUi.  Nor  i«  milHug  in  tranait  at  the  through  rate  aUowM 
in  Miunesota.  When  flour  pro<lucea  at  MinneapoUa  or  elMwhere  from 
wheat  billi-U  there  for  milling  purpowa  ia  ahipped  Eaat  by  *  ay  of  DnlajA, 
«r  South  bv  wav  of  Chicago,  it  ia  not  carried  on  the  balanc*  of  the 
tliroiuib  rate  with  a  terminal  charge  of  one  cent  per  100  ponnda,  aa  in 
the  Caniuliau  Norfh-West,  but  has  to  pay  the  full  uriflf  rate  to  all  iucU 
points  a«  if  ti.c  wheat  had  originated  in  the  flret  instance  at  Minneapolii. 
Tlie  Cana.liaii  wttler  is  Uioa  <  onaiderabl y  better  off  already  a» 
niianls  iiiixiun  at  Winnipeij  than  the  American  settler  as  regards  mlx- 
i,..  „t  MiDiuapolis:  s».  too.  the  Cauadian  miller  In  regard  to  grinding 
in^triinsit.
